He  received  music  training  under  Rossiter  and  Palmer  Christian  at  the  Tri-State  Nor- 
mal School.  He  later  taught  in  the  public  schools  and  also  worked  in  the  Summy  Company, 
which  published  both  his  secular  and  religious  music.  It  was  while  he  was  at  the  Summy 
Company  that  he  learned  of  an  opening  on  the  music  faculty  of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute. 
He  immediately  got  in  touch  with  Dr.  D.  B.  Towner,  who  was  then  director  of  the  music 
department;  and  upon  the  invitation  of  Dr.  James  M.  Gray,  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Institute  faculty  on  May  13,   1918. 

For  thirty-three  years,  he  taught  music  theory  and  gave  private  lessons  in  both  piano 
and  organ.  In  addition  to  his  work  as  member  of  the  faculty,  he  directed  the  auditorium 
choir  and  conducted  the  band  at  the  Institute.  Outside  the  school,  he  played  the  organ  at 
the  Fullerton  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  First  American  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  Oak  Park.  He  published  an  original  book  of  choral  and  secular  music  and  was 
the  first  to  give  organ  recitals  over  the  Institute's  radio  station,  WMBI.  More  recently,  he 
played  the  organ  for  the  regular  Monday  morning  chapel  services. 

His  pupils  still  refer  to  him  as  a  kind  teacher,  an  excellent  musician,  a  true  friend, 
and  an  ideal  Christian  gentleman.  He  made  music  come  alive,  because  he  considered  his 
classes  as  he  did  his  private  lessons — composed  of  individuals.  He  is  congenial  and  has  a 
dignity  of  bearing  that  makes  him  respected  in  the  hearts  of  those  with  whom  he  comes 
in  contact.  He  is  in  word  and  deed  a  man  of  God  and  a  spiritual  blessing  to  many. 

He  has  retired  now,  but  he  is  still  remembered  by  those  at  the  Moody  Bible  Institute. 
And  so  it  is  in  appreciation  of  his  teaching,  his  Christian  testimony,  and  the  spiritual  in- 
spiration of  his  life  that  we  dedicate  the  1951    ARCH  to  Alfred  W.  Holzworth.

The  latest  addition  to  the  Moody  Bible 
Institute's  facilities  is  the  new  girls  dormi- 
tory, which  will  provide  enough  space  to 
house  450  students.  This  dormitory  is 
named  in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  Will  H. 
Houghton,  former  president  of  the  Insti- 
tute. 

Not  only  will  Houghton  Hall  be  a  dor- 
mitory, but  it  will  house  the  Moody  Book 
store,  and  a  large  auditorium,  to  be  used 
especially  for  audience  participation  in 
radio  programs.  Plans  include  two  more 
floors,  which  will  be  added  later.  By  the 
time  the  building  is  finally  completed,  it 
will  be  approximately  equal  in  height  to 
the  main  portion  of  Crowell  Hall,  exclud- 
ing the  radio  tower.  Gothic  architecture 
similar  to  that  of  Crowell  Hall  will  adorn 
the  new  building.  The  main  entrance  to 
this  dormitory  will  be  on  Chicago  Avenue. 

May  this  building  prove  to  be  another 
highlight  in  the  annals  of  Moody,  and 
the  students  shine  for  Jesus  as  true  bea- 
cons of  God's  grace  'till  He  comes,  ever 
true  to  the  cause  for  which  the  school 
was  founded.

During  the  school  week,  the  students  do  not 
have  an  opportunity  to  get  out  into  this  great  city 
except  as  employment  or  practical  Christian  work 
assignments  call.

If  there  is  one  corner  of  the  globe  in 
1951  where  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
more  desperately  needed  than  elsewhere, 
it  is  in  the  world's  Far  Eastern  center — 
Korea,  Japan,  China,   Formosa. 

Back  from  a  flying  visit  to  this  area, 
Robert  L.  Constable,  vice-president  of 
Moody  Bible  Institute,  Chicago,  tells  a 
gripping  story  of  urgent  need  and  striking 
opportunities. 

Mr.  Constable  flew  to  Japan  in  re- 
sponse to  a  cablegram  from  General 
Douglas  MacArthur  accepting  Moody  Bi- 
ble Institute's  offer  to  make  available 
prints  of  Moody  gospel-science  films  in 
Japanese  and  Korean  for  U.N.  forces  in 
Korea. 

"Begin  with  five  films  each  of  your  titles 
in  Korean,"  Chaplain  Bennett,  chief  of 
chaplains,  suggested,  "and  we'll  see  that 
they  are  used  all  the  time.  They'll  reach 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  men  and  wo- 
men." 

Says  Mr.  Constable,  "One  can  hardly 
write  of  Japan  without  some  reference  to 
General  MacArthur.  He  knows  this  land; 
he  understands  its  people;  he  recognizes 
their  need.  He  also  knows  and  under- 
stands the  alternatives:  Christ  or  Commun- 
ism. Repeatedly  he  has  been  quoted  as 
calling  for  more  Gospel  effort  -  more  mis- 
sionaries, Bibles  and  Christian  literature." 

With  these  recent  events  and  words 
from  our  vice-president,  we  at  the  Insti- 
tute turned  out  to  welcome  the  General 
on  his  visit  to  Chicago.

Thomas  S.  Smith,  a  produce   merchant 
known  as  "The  Apple  King,"  and  a  prominent  Chris- 
tian layman,  was  respected  and  loved  by  both  present  and 
former  students.  He  handed  thousands  of  diplomas  to  the  graduating 
students,  after  which  he  gave  a  simple  heart-warming  message  which  lived  in  the 
memory  of  the  graduates.  Mr.  Smith  was  associated  with  the  Institute  since  1907,  and  was 
also    the   Vice-chairman    of   the    Board    of  Trustees  since  1928.  He  was  a  member  of  Moody  Memorial 
Church  for  more  than  sixty  years,  and  elder  for  approximately  fifty  years.  He  was  a  Sunday  School  superintend- 
ent for  many  years  as  well  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Church  and  president  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Pacific  Garden  Mission. 

During  his  period  of  service  on  the  board  at  the  Church  and  the  Institute,  he  was  instrumental  in  helping 
to  choose  some  of  God's  servants  to  minister  at  these   places. 

Mr.  Smith  was  saved  at  the  old  Moody  Church  when  he  was  about  nineteen  years  old.  Mr.  Fleming  Revell  was 
his  Sunday  School  teacher  at  the  time.  The  following  Friday  evening  after  he  was  converted,  he  gave  his  testimo- 
ny in  a  prayer  meeting.  He  told  the  people  that  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  church  for  some  time,  but  he  was 
never  "born  again"  until  last  night.  He  was  certain  of  salvation  and  knew  it  was  the  only  thing  that  he  could 
definitely  call  his  own. 

Thus  throughout  his  life,  Mr.  Smith  tried  to  be  an  encouragement  to  all  of  God's  servants  as  much  as  he  could. 
God  used  him  mightily  in  the  lives  of  those  who  knew  and  loved  Him.  His  heart  was  with  the  Institute  as  God's 
Word  was  taught  and  students  went  forth  from  these  halls  to  proclaim  Jesus  Christ  and  teach  the  living  Word  of 
God  to  all.  All  that  heard  him  knew  that  he  believed  and  lived  as  he  preached  and  won  his  way  into  the  hearts 
of  all.

For  life  s  short  wh.le,  we  say  farewell  to  Dr.  Henry    (Harry)   A.  Ironside,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute,  and  the  beloved  pastor  of  the  Moody  Memorial  Church.  Dr.  Ironside  was  loved  and 
respected  by  all  students  who  were  privileged  to  be  in    the  classrooms  where  he  taught  the  books   of  Leviticus 
Romans,   and   Hebrews.   His   ministry  from   the   pulpit   brought  Moody  students  by  the  scores  to  hear  him  expound 
the  Holy  Scriptures  which   he  knew  and  loved  so  well. 

Dr.  Ironside  was  a  man  taught  by  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God.  At  eighteen  years  of  age  he  began  his  life-long 
custom  of  reading  the  entire  Bible  at  least  once  a  year.  In  a  life  of  busy  activity  nothing  ever  kept  him  from  daily 
reading  of  the  Word  and  having  quiet  communion  with  the  Lord.  Although  this  man  of  God  was  truly  a  great 
teacher  and  preacher,  he  was  known  for  his  humility.  He  was  always  the  first  to  recognize  his  failures  and  to  ask 
forgiveness  of  the  Lord  and  of  those  whom  he  might  have   hurt. 

Throughout  his  ministry  Dr.  Ironside  had  two  earnest    desires.     One  of  these  was  to   be   preaching  when   the 
Lord  Jesus  returned;  the  other  was  to  write  a  commentary  on  every  book  of  the  Bible.  There  was  one 
commentary  yet  to  be  completed  at  his  home-going.   Dr.   Ironside  claimed   that  it  was   not 
organization  but  the  individual  consecration  that  counted  in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 
To  that  end  he  oriented  his  own  life.    We  shall  miss  him  here,  but  how 
wonderful   to   know  that  in  a   little  while  we  shall   join   him, 
to  sing  forever  the  praises  of  the  Lord  Jesus  whom 
he     loved     and     served     so    faithfully.

The  theme  of  this  book  is  very  appealing  and  most  suggestive.  "Building  together"  says  a  great 
deal.  The  blessing  of  our  ministry  will  be  in  direct  ratio  to  the  accuracy  of  the  theme  as  descriptive 
of  our  lives. 

"Building  together"  suggests  the  wonderful  truth  that  no  other  than  the  Lord  invites  us  into  fel- 
lowship with  Himself  in  labor.  "God's  fellow-workers"  is  the  scriptural  expression  (I  Cor.  3:9).  Of 
course,  God  must  do  something  for  us  and  in  us  before  He  works  through  us.  Praise  His  name,  He  has 
done  everything  necessary  for  us,  and,  thanks  to  Him,  He  is  working  in  us  "both  to  will  and  to  do 
of  His  good  pleasure."  The  next  step  must  follow.  He  uses  every  usable  instrument.  How  glorious! 
how  wonderful!  The  omnipotent  Lord  who  is  not  "served  by  men's  hands,  as  though  he  needed  any- 
thing," gives  us  the  inestimable,  the  unheard  of  privilege  to  be  a  "fellow-worker."  "Laborers  togeth- 
er with  God"!  Is  there  any  higher  privilege?  Could  any  of  us  desire  anything  more? 

"Building  together"  also  introduces  the  subject  of  our  relationship  to  each  other.  "None  of  us 
liveth  to  himself"  (Rom.  14:7).  Not  only  does  my  conduct  influence  others,  not  only  does  my  failure 
mar  the  whole  cause,  not  only  am  I  dependent  on  others  and  others  on  me,  but  my  brother  and  I 
should,  under  God,  work  together  sympathetically,  lovingly,   energetically. 

"Building  together"  means  the  refusal  of  all  alien  help  (Ezra  4:3),  the  fitting  into  the  program 
of  the  Master  Builder,  and  the  co-operation  and  mutual  help  of  all  who  are  of  "like  precious  faith."

"We.  .  .together  will  build  unto  the  Lord.  .  ." 

The  passage  which  you  have  selected  from  Ezra  4:3  bears  a  remarkable  relationship  to  the  con- 
text in  which  it  is  found.  In  fact,  you  may  well  take  a  series  of  phrases  from  that  context  as  a  divine- 
ly written  key  to  success  in  your  future  ministry. 

"The  people  gathered  themselves  together  as  one  man"  (Ezra  3:1),  to  further  the  work  of  the 
Lord  in  Jerusalem.  Wherever  you  go,  you  will  know  something  of  the  necessity  for  gathering  the 
saints  of  God  together,  something  of  the  blessing  which  accompanies  such  a  uniting  of  effort  in 
Christian  service,  each  one  bringing  his  talents  to   aid   the  common  cause    (Heb.   10:25). 

Of  course,  like  Ezra  and  his  friends,  you  must  begin  at  the  altar;  you  must  make  central  the 
cross  of  Christ;  you  must  do  "as  it  is  written"  in  the  Word  which  you  have  been  studying  (Ezra  3:2, 
3).  Not  only  is  it  necessary  to  gather  together;  we  must  stand  together  "to  set  forward  the  workmen 
in  the  house  of  God"   (V.9). 

It  is  also  written  in  verse  1  1  that  "they  sang  together  by  course  in  praising  and  giving  thanks 
unto  the  Lord."  Remember  always  the  primary  importance  of  praise  and  thanksgiving.  They  are  in- 
separable from  prayer  and  supplication  (Phil.  4.6).  It  is  normal  to  voice  the  new  song  which  the 
Lord  has  put  in  your  heart.  Rejoice  in  the  Lord  always.  It  was  when  God's  people  began  to  sing  and 
to  praise  that  the  enemy  was  overcome  in  Jehoshaphat's  time  (2  Chron.  20:22);  it  may  be  so  in 
your  day.  Get  your  people  to  sing  together!  The   sound  will  be  heard  afar  off  (Ezra  3:13;  Rom.  1:8). 

These  are  some  of  the  things  which  necessarily  precede  the  declaration  you  have  chosen  for 
your  motto,  "we  ourselves  together  will  build  unto  the  Lord  God."  Gather  the  saints  together;  so 
teach  them  that  they  will  stand  and  sing  together;  then  you  may  be  sure  that  they  will  build  together 
for  God.

In  January,  1901,  the  Correspondence  School 
had  its  official  beginning,  offering  Bible  Doctrine 
and  Bible  Synthesis  courses,  by  Dr.  Reuben  A. 
Torrey  and  William  R.  Newell,  the  first  instructors. 

The  1951  curriculum  includes  20  different  studies 
in  doctrine,  synthesis,  analysis,  prophesy,  personal 
work,  teacher  training,  Christian  evidences,  and  a 
special  course  in  Braille  for  the  blind.  An  important 
study  in  church  history,  and  a  special  children's 
course  are  among  the  new  courses  offered  by  the 
Correspondence  School. 

Reaching  prisoners,  shut-ins,  and  service  men 
and  women,  besides  its  usual  constituency  of  pas- 
tors, evangelists  and  "those  who  cannot  attend 
the  Institute  personally,"  the  Correspondence 
School  enters  its  second  half-century  with  the  full 
assurance  and  expectation  of  God's  continued 
blessing  upon  its  rich  ministry.  Under  the  able 
leadership  of  Mr.  Philip  R.  Newell  the  Correspon- 
dence School  moves  forward,  and  only  eternity 
will  reveal  the  outreach  and  result  of  the  great 
work.

On  October  6,  1 903,  Evening  School  was  begun  at 
Moody  Bible  Institute.  To  date,  more  than  27,000  students 
have  been  enrolled  in  these  classes  and  687  of  them  have 
been   graduated. 

Out  of  this  group  of  Christians,  many  have  gone  forth 
as  pastors,  Sunday  School  teachers,  musicians,  missionar- 
ies, and  other  types  of  Christian  workers.  The  actual  worth 
of  their  training  is  shown  by  letters  received  from  pastors 
or  missionaries  who  have  been  serving  the  Lord  on  the 
foreign  lands,  as  a  result  of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute's 
evening  school.  Not  only  have  those  which  graduated 
been  an  inspiration  to  those  who  labor  to  give  out  this 
vital  instruction,  but  these  students  have  gone  into  their 
own  churches  and   helped  to  instruct  others. 

Evening  school  students  are  not  only  helping  to  build 
up    the    spiritual    Body   of   Christ,    but    also    help    keep    up 


places  of  worship.  Three  such  students  are  spending  their 
free  time  to  make  usable  a  long  deserted  church  base- 
ment. With  the  co-operation  of  the  pastor,  they  are  doing 
all  the  work  necessary  to  convert  that  basement  into  a 
suitable  place  of  worship.  Similarly,  men  have  built  sum- 
mer camps  for  boys  and  girls  and  have  used  their  vaca- 
tion time  to  give  guidance  to  the  physical  and  the  spiritual 
development  of  children.  Thus  it  is,  with  each  letter  of 
testimony  as  to  what  is  being  achieved  through  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  many  evening  school  students,  Moody 
Bible  Institute  praises  God  for  these  earnest  workers  who 
leave  the  Institute  to  go  forth  as  God  commands  and  add 
more  living  stones  to  that  building  where  Christ  is  the 
chief  cornerstone.

Missionary  Technical  Training  is  the  most  recent  field  of 
missionary  endeavor  into  which  Moody  Bible  Institute  has 
pioneered.  Since  the  close  of  World  War  II,  when  director 
Paul  Robinson  not  only  visualized  a  program  of  this  kind, 
but  found  the  administration  of  the  Institute  up  to  date 
and  progressive  enough  in  it's  thinking  to  do  something 
about  it,  a  great  deal  has  been  accomplished. 

In  June,  1946,  Mr.  Robinson  had  his  first  aviation  class 
sitting  under  the  wing  of  the  school's  first  and  only  air- 
plane based  on  a  little  airport  just  west  of  Chicago.  Later 
that  day,  the  three  students  in  the  class  had  all  taken  the 
first  instructional  flights  ever  offered  here.  Today  some 
forty  students  are  not  only  flying,  but  also  learning  spe- 
cialized mission  field  techniques  in  aircraft  maintenance 
and  repair,  radio  communications,  and  photography  under 
a  staff  of  eight  technical  instructors.  A  fleet  of  seven  train- 
ing planes,  complete  repair  shops,  classrooms,  and  admin- 
istrative offices  on  the  Wooddale  Airport,  twenty  miles 
northwest  of  the  Institute,  along  with  a  staff  of  properly 
rated  instructors,  qualify  the  Moody  aviation  program  to 
sustain  the  highest  flight  school  ratings  issued  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics    Administration.    Radio    shops,    code    practice

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facilities,  and  W9LLW,  Moody  Bible  Institute's  own  ama- 
teur radio  station,  make  possible  a  complete  training  in 
shortwave  radio  communication.  Complete  photo  lab, 
dark  room  and  studio  facilities,  along  with  modern  motion 
picture  camera  and  sound  equipment  are  used  in  preparing 
the  Moody  technical  student  for  his  highly  specialized  job 
as  a  missionary  photographer. 

Isolated  mission  stations  in  several  jungle  areas  of  the 
world  are  already  in  daily  contact  with  each  other  and 
with  headquarters  by  radio.  Uncivilized  tribes  which  could 
practically  be  reached  in  no  other  way  than  by  plane  are 
being  evangelized  through  services  provided  by  Moody 
technicians.  On  film,  the  missionary  story  is  being  recorded 
in  such  a  way  that  it  now  seems  quite  possible  that  the 
missionary  may  use  his  furlough  for  the  rest  which  he  so 
sorely  needs,  instead  of  engaging  in  the  usual  rigorous 
deputation  campaigns  which  are  often  more  strenuous 
than  life  on  the  field. 

One  missionary  technician  properly  trained,  and  stra- 
tegically placed,  multiplies  the  ministry  of  scores  of  mis- 
sionaries. This  is  the  God  given  objective  of  the  Missionary 
Technical  Specialist.

In  1890,  when  a  reporter  asked  him  about  the  curricu- 
lum of  this  infant  school,  D.  L.  Moody  answered,  "In  my 
training  school  I  would  give  great  prominence  to  the  study 
of  gospel  music."  Under  the  guidance  of  such  men  as  D.  B. 
Towner,  George  C.  Stebbins,  W.  M.  Runyan,  James  Mc- 
Granahan,  George  S.  Schuler  and  Homer  Hammontree, 
Moody  has  come  to  be  known  as  the  world-center  of  gos- 
pel music. 

When  Donald  P.  Hustad  was  appointed  director  of  the 
Music  Department  in  June  1950,  it  was  evident  that  the 
same  goals  were  to  be  kept  in  view.  Moody  will  continue 
to  train  young  people  who  are  called  to  a  work  of  music 
and  Christian  education.  It  will  seek  to  cultivate  a  love 
and  understanding  of  gospel  music,  as  well  as  of  the  great 
classics,  in  the  heart  of  each  student. 

During  the  year,  the  Music  Course  was  strengthened  by 
the  adding  of  new  subjects,  and  by  increasing  the  material 
offered  in  Music  Theory.  In  the  future,  all  basic  class  work 
will  be  on  Conservatory  level,  so  that  subjects  may  be 
transferred  readily. 

Students  engage  in  many  activities  which  relate  the 
classroom  work  to   practical   Christian   service.

instrumental  groups  are  heard  in  churches,  missions,  and 
in  street  meetings.  Students  act  as  organists  and  Music  Di- 
rectors in  many  Chicago  churches.  Many  participate  in 
broadcasts  of  W.M.B.I.    (AM  and  FM). 

Moody  Chorale  gave  opportunity  to  seventy-five  stu- 
dents for  studying  the  best  in  sacred  choral  literature,  as 
well  as  new  arrangements  of  hymns,  gospel  songs  and 
spirituals.  In  December  the  Chorale  joined  with  other  stu- 
dents and  Instilute  employees  to  offer  Handel's  "Messiah." 

This  well-known  choral  group  made  two  tours  during 
the  school  year.  A  week  in  December  was  spent  giving 
concerts  in  Michigan,  and  Ontario,  Canada.  Following  the 
April  Commencement,  they  were  heard  in  seventeen  church- 
es in  Ohio,  West  Virginia,  Virginia,  Washington,  D.C., 
Maryland,  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania. 

Moody  Orchestra  is  yet  in  its  infancy.  Organized  in 
September,  it  boasted  thirty  members  at  its  first  official 
appearance  at  the  Winter  Term  Commencement.  The  In- 
stitute offered  regular  training  in  orchestral  instruments 
for  the  first  time  this  year.  It  is  expected  that  the  Orchestra 
will  find  its  place  in  the  tradition  of  music  at  Moody  Bible 
Institute.

The  Christian  Nurses  Fellowship,  organized  with 
the  aim  of  providing  fellowship  among  the  nurses 
attending  Moody  Bible  Institute,  provides  oppor- 
tunities for  students  interested  in  this  profession. 
It  has  made  much  progress  during  its  short  time 
of  organization.  In  the  past  year,  fourteen  nurses 
entered  school  from  various  parts  of  the  country 
and  Canada.  All  of  them  gave  up  full-time  nursing 
to  prepare  more  adequately  for  the  service  of  the 
Lord.  Sixteen  nurses  graduated  in  the  past  three 
terms.  Some  are  now  serving  in  foreign  fields, 
while  others  are  stationed  in  the  home  land;  but 
all  in  the  service  of  the  Lord. 

Miss  Dantuma  has  shown  great  interest  in  her 
work  as  advisor.  Monthly  meetings  feature  a  va- 
riety of  speakers,  such  as  returned  medical  mis- 
sionaries, doctors,  and  student  speakers.  As  a 
project  for  the  winter  term,  Bible  study  groups 
began  in  Chicago  hospitals.  The  Christian  Nurses 
meet  for  times  of  prayer,  fellowship,  discussion  of 
professional  problems,  and  testimonies  of  the 
Lord's  leading  in  their  lives.  The  nurses  conduct 
the  program  at  the  Missionary  Worker's  Mission 
the  first  Sunday  of  each  month,  and  the  Lord  has 
been  pleased  to  use  this  means  to  save  several 
souls.  Also  Gospel  team  work  in  hospitals  through- 
out the  city  has  been  fruitful.  It  is  the  aim  of  the 
Christian  Nurses  Fellowship  to  send  forth  nurses 
for  Christ.

This  year  the  Moody  Student  made  a  significant 
step  in  its  fifteen  years  of  history.  The  entire  scope 
and  make-up  of  the  paper  changed. 

Miss  Marshall  became  the  new  advisor  and  the 
staff  was  revised  by  adding  several  new  offices  to 
make  a  more  efficient  team.  Entrance  examinations 
were  given  to  hopefuls  who  wanted  to  join  in  the 
search  for  news. 

The  paper  grew  in  size  to  1  2  I/4  x  18  inches 
with  five  columns.  A  new  section  featured  Evening 
School  news  to  bring  this  important  phase  of 
school  life  before  the  students.  This  feature  helped 
to  double  subscriptions,  which  brought  the  staff  a 
step  closer  to  their  goal — a  self  supporting  paper! 
Advertising  also  surprised  every  student  when  the 
first  issue  of  the  new  Moody  Student  appeared 
January  26,  1951.  As  a  member  of  the  Associated 
Collegiate  Press,  the  paper  again  won  First  Class 
rating  in  competition  with  college  level  papers. 

Another  important  phase  of  the  work  on  the  pari 
of  the  staff  was  the  daily  prayer  meeting  at  noon 
in  the  Moody  Student  office.  Much  of  the  success 
of  the  new  paper  can  be  attributed  to  this  prayer 
time.  Other  meetings  during  the  year  included  the 
Wednesday  night  staff  meeting  once  a  month,  and 
also  the  informal  socials  which  the  staff  enjoyed 
once  a  term.

The  Moody  Bible  Institute,  mindful  of  the  Chris- 
tian's opportunity  and  responsibility,  not  only  in- 
cludes in  its  curricula  that  which  will  better  equip 
students  for  the  Lord's  service  anywhere  in  the 
world,  but  also  provides  them  with  practical  Chris- 
tian work  assignments  during  their  enrollment  in 
order  that  they  may  put  into  practice  what  they 
learn  in  the  classroom  and  acquire  the  resultant 
experience  so  essential  to  good  beginning  in  full- 
time  Christian  service. 

Practical  Christian  work  is  also  conducive  to  the 
students'  spiritual  development,  inasmuch  as  they 
are  frequently  confronted  with  problems  that  they, 
themselves,  are  unable  to  solve.  Thus,  they  go  to 
the  Lord  for  the  solution  and  this  increases  their 
experiential    knowledge  of  Him. 

Furthermore,  students  seek  the  lost  as  part  of 
the  work  of  personal  soul-winning,  and,  when  so 
doing,  sometimes  find  them  living  under  conditions 
that  are  appalling.  In  connection  with  her  visita- 
tion  work,   one   young    lady   student   contacted   a 


family  that  was  so  circumstanced,  and  this  is  what 
she  had  to  say  regarding  her  experience: 

"We  saw  many  conditions  that  grieved  our 
hearts.  One  family  was  about  to  be  evicted 
and  we  saw  the  sadness  in  the  eyes  of  both 
parents  and  children.  In  another  place  we 
went  down  two  floors  below  the  street  level 
to  a  door  which  opened  into  a  cellar  below 
the  basement  floor.  There  was  no  source  of 
light  at  all,  except  one  dim  eleciric  bulb. 
There  was  no  floor  except  the  ground  be- 
neath their  feet  and  the  ceiling  was  so  low 
the  adults  had  to  stoop  to  walk  around. 
There  were  four  small  children  who  had  1o 
exist   in    this   dreary   dungeon-like    room." 

As  the  result  of  their  Practical  Christian  work 
assignments  while  at  the  Institute,  the  students 
cannot  help  but  be  the  recipients  of  a  new  sense 
of  values  and  a  vision  that  remains  with  them,  not 
only  during  the  remainder  of  their  student  days, 
but  also  throughout  their  entire  lives.

The  Student  Placement  Office  plays  a  very  im- 
portant part  in  the  life  of  most  of  the  students  in 
Moody  Bible  Institute.  Records  show  that  the  great- 
er percentage  of  the  students  carry  employment  in 
order  to  defray  some  of  their  expenses. 

Not  only  do  ihe  students  look  to  this  office  for 
employment,  but  many  employers  turn  to,  and  de- 
pend on  workers  from  the  student  body.  Thus  the 
office  keeps  in  touch  with  persons  or  firms  that 
need  part  time  employees,  and  in  turn  contacts 
the  students  which  are  available  for  the  positions. 

Many  students  depend  on  taking  odd  jobs  as 
they  open  up,  but  others  have  regular  employ- 
ment. Some  have  employment  which  does  not  pro- 
vide as  much  work  as  they  would  like  to  have. 
Thus  these  students  are  contacted  to  fill  job  oppor- 
tunities that  are  within  the  regulated  hours  of 
work. 

It  is  difficult  to  have  all  positions  filled  satisfac- 
torily and  keep  things  running  smoothly.  Each  and 
every  position  handled,  from  waiters  to  wall  wash- 
ers or  elevator  operators,  is  handled  as  efficiently 
as  possible  by  the  student  placement  office.  Each 
is  a  challenge  to  the  student  and  an  opportunity 
to  help  build  a  life  which  is  usable  for  His  honor 
and  glory,  by  teaching  everyone  how  to  live  a 
consistent  life  before  all  mankind.  Thus  the  aim  of 
this  office  is  to  aid  the  students  by  regulating  em- 
ployment with  the  help  of  God's  council,  and  to 
provide  another  channel  of  ministry  in  a  dark  and 
perverse  world.
